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The Parnell Business 
has undoubtedly proved one of the most extra- 


ordinary fiascoes in politics. When I wrote last 
week there was but little sign of the storm which 
has since gathered to the full and broken with 
reckless fury on the head of the Irish leader. I 
do not at this moment know what Mr. Parnell's 
final decision is; but in the end it must surely 
be for 
Retirement. 

There should be no alternative. Home Rule 
can only be won by a strict and cordial union 
between the Liberal and Irish Parties. If one 
wing of the once-united host is either estranged 
or indifferent, or is deprived of a portion of its 
strength, victory cannot be won. "These are the 


The Counting of Votes 
has convinced everybody in the Liberal Party 
that Mr. Parnell must go. It has not convinced 
the Irishmen, because they are, to a certain 
extent, ignorant of English opinion, and do not 
understand-the workings of the English mind. 
But, if the conversation I had with two or three 
members of their side is any guide, even they are 
wavering in their support of Mr. Parnell. The 
cause is dearer to them than the 
leader, dear as he is. They will not 
consent to plunge back into the 
troubles of 1886, and begin again 
with the whole process of converting 
the English people. It seems strange 
that the delinquencies of one man 
should involve such consequences, 
but so it is, and the conclusion is 
inevitable that Mr. Parnell must go. 


Mr. Gladstone, 


I believe, has come to this conclusion. 
He has always been a great admirer 
of Mr. Parnell, and some time ago 
he wrote a letter expressing a very 
high appreciation of his services to 
Ireland. But he is of opinion that 
at least a temporary abdication is 
necessary. He thinks that 


Mr. Justin McCarthy 


would do very well for the leader- 
ship, and that is probably the form 
which the settlement will take. 
Mr. McCarthy is one of those men 
whom everybody likes — simple, 
modest, retiring, full of the very 
spirit of good - nature, one of the 
best after-dinner speakers I ever 
heard, if not the best, a graceful 
novelist, a forcible though not a 
rhetorical speaker, and a’ man of 
unblemished public and private 
record. I think at this moment he 
would be the best possible substitute 
for Mr. Parnell. The latter could still remain in 
the background, and do the engineering work 
which is involved in the control of the funds and 
the maintenance of discipline of the Purlia- 
mentary Party. Mr. McCarthy is quite suffi- 
ciently fitted to do the rest. He lacks the 
personal force of the man whom he would super- 
sede. He has something of what I may call the 
all-round mind of a journalist rather than the 
keen, intent view of the politician. But you 
cannot have everything, and, on the whole, Mr. 
McCarthy excellently i 


Supplies those Qualities 


for the want of which Mr. Parnell’s career has 
been doomed. ‘There is another reason why Mr. 
McCarthy will do very well as a substitute for 
Mr. Parnell. During the last year or so the 
Irish leader has taken liftle active part in the 
management of his party. The campaign in 
Ireland has been entrusted to Mr. Dillon and 
Mr. O'Brien. Mr. Sexton and Mr. Healy have 
managed the debates in the House, and the most 
important Committee work, for which both men 
are ideally fitted. 
Mr. Parnell 


has often been absent for days and weeks 
together, and his appearances have on nearly all 
occasions bcen sudden and unpremeditated. No 
member of his party has known his address save 
his secretary, Mr. Campbell, who, though he is 
entrusted with what I may call the outer secrets 
of his chief, whom he adores with unquestioning 
fidelity, probably“ knows as little about the inner 
factsasany other mem ber of the party. Mr. Parnell 
keeps himself to himself. He lives a retired life, 
varied by occasional excursions into public affairs. 
He has few acquaintances and fewer friends. I 
believe that, in harmony with his usual practice 
in regard to'comments on himself, he is quite 
indifferent to the outcry which has been raised— 
too indifferent, perhaps, for his position as a 
public man. He has been staying at Brighton, 
and has come up for the Session just as if 
nothing had happened. From what I hear, I 
think he will go—if not at once, at least before 
many days are over. 


Meanwhile the Session, 


which has just been opened, will probably be a 
stormy one. I was talking the other day with a 
Liberal member, who declared his belief that 
there would be a tremendous assault on the 
Government, and that bad measures would be 
uncompromisingly resisted. But my opinion 1s 
that we shall not see this Session through, or 
that, at any rate, unless the situation gravely

it. Ido not think there can be much doubt that 
if the Parnell business continues much longer it 
will disintegratethe Liberal Party, and inthat case 
it would be more than we could humanly expect 
of any Conservative tactician not to seize so 
golden an opportunity. It must be remembered 
that a week or so ago every politician in his 
senses predicted a Liberal victory at the polls. I 
am quite sure from what I have heard from Con- 
servatives and Liberals alike that that was a 
sentiment universally held. Now

But he may do it a little later, 
and, in my opinion, he will; and in six months 
the great issue of Home Rule versus Umonism 
will be tried, not perhaps as fairly and squarely 
as reasonable men on both sides ought to hope, 
but still with a certain amount of emphasis and, 
I suppose, with a measure of finality. 


Mr. W. H. Smith, 


as the personification of ultra - respectability 
shines especially at the present juncture in the 
post of Leader of the House. He somehow 
manages to convey the notion, by his soft and 
conciliatory speech, that he is the embodiment of 
all the virtues ; and his colleagues seem to glow 
in the reflected light of the careful, business man 
who leads the Commons with no little tact.

groundless. So far as the immediate business 
goes, there can be no question that the 


Government are in a Strong Position. 


They have practically got rid of the long and 
tedious debate on the Address, Mr. Gladstone—a 
conservative in all things—consenting, on the 
ground that a lengthy discussion of the sessional 
programme is an innovation of Parliamentary 
usage and may very well be dispensed with. 
There is also a good deal of talk to the effect 
that they have got the Speaker to put his foot down 
pretty firmly on obstruction. The new departure 
to which this points is that individual members 
repeating themselves or speaking too frequently 
will be dealt with and ordered to sit down. 
This can, of course, be done under the new 
rules, but if it is too frequently brought 
into operation it will cause a large number of 
disagreeable scenes. ‘The member will refuse to 
obey the authority of the Chair; he will be 
suspended; he will certainly find supporters; 
the Speaker’s action will be criticised ; there will 
be a wrangle and a scene, with the inevitable 
result that more time will be wasted in penal 
measures than by letting the offending member 


alone. These are some of the dangers that 
the Government have to face, but, all the 


same, the disorganised state of the Opposi- 
tion will help to give éc/at to their policy 
and the strength of their attitude. Last 
year they were rowing against the tide with the 
wind dead ahead. Now the tide has turned, and

Burns has had at least a dozen 
biographers, but

even moderate 
toleration for his 
faults, others 
critical insight, and 
soon. Of them all, 
Lockhart's was the 
best: the least 
preachy, the most 
sympathetic. Mr. 
Ingram, who edits 
this edition, has 
euhanced its value 
by binding up with 
it Carlyle's famous 
essay on Burns, a 
portion of Professor 
Wilson’s essay, and 
other material. The

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CHAPTER. VII. 


N the days that followed it seemed the cruse of 

contentment would never run dry, and I, foolish 

I, thought angry destiny had misled me, and 

that these green Saxon glades were to witness 
the final ending of my story. Vain hope! Illusive 
expectation! ‘The hand of fate was even then raised 
to strike! 

In that pleasant harbourage, outsitie the ken of 
ambition, and beyond the limits of avarice, surrounded 
by almost impenetrable mazes of forest land, life was 
delightful indeed. ‘The sun shone yellow and big iu 
those early days upon our oak-crowned hillocks— 
sometimes I doubt if it is ever so warm and ruddy 
now—and December storms told mightily in praise of 
the great Yule fires wherewith we defied the winter 
cold. In the summer time, when the sunny Saxon 


shadows, and the great droves of black swine lay 
a-basking among the ferns on the distant hangers, 
we lived more out of doors than in. Editha then 
would bring out under the oaks the little ruddy- 
cheeked Gurth, and set him upon my knee, that I 
might cut him reed whistles or bows and arrows, 
while the flaxen-haired Agitha played about her 
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mother, tuning her pretty prattle to the merry 
clatter of the distaff and the wheel. 

In the winter the blaze that went leaping and 
crackling from our hearthstones shone golden upon 
the hair of those little ones as they sat wide-eyed by 
me, and saw among the ruddy embers the white 
horse of Hengist and the banner of his brother 
winning these fertile vales for a noble Saxon realm. 
Never was there a better Saxon than I! And when 
I told of Harold, and softened to those tender ears the 
story of hisdying, thebright dropsof sympathy stood in 
my small maiden's eyes, while Gurth's tlashed hatred 
of the false Norman and scorn of foreign tyrants. 
Under such circumstances it will readily be under- 
stood that I ought to have had little wish to draw 
weapons again or bestride the good charger growing 
so gross and sleek in his stall all this long peace time. 

And yet the silken meshes of felicity were irk- 
some against all reason, and I would grow weary of 
so much good fortune, finding my pretty deckings 
and raiment heavier—more burdensome wear—than 
ever was martial harness. My fair Saxon wife 
noticed these moods, and strove to mend them. She 
would take me out to the hawking, were I never so 
gloomy, and then I would envy the wild haggards of 
the rocks who gottheir living from day to day in the 
free mid air, and asked no favour of either gods or men. 
Or perhaps she would make revelries upon the level 
green before her homestead, and thither would come 
nll the fools and pedlars, all the bear-baiters, somer- 
saulters, and wrestlers of the shire. But I was not 
to be pleasured so, and I slew the bear in single 
combat, and tossed, vindictive, the somersaulters over 
the hucksters' stalls, and broke the ribs in the 
wrestlers’ sides—till none would play with me, and 
all the people murmured. Then of a night, Editha 
got the best gleemen in Mercia to sing to me, and 
when they sang of peace, and sheep and orchards, or 
each praised his leman’s moonlike eyes and slender 
middles, I would not listen. Nor was it better when 
they tuned their strings to martial ditties, for that 
doubled my malady, since then their rhyming stirred 
my soul to new unrest, making worse that which they 
sought to cure. 

I sometimes think that it was all this to-do which 
Norman notice. But, 
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I, with bitterness and despair in my heart, unsheathed my Saxon sword. 
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perhaps, it was the slow and steady advance of the 
invaders’ power percolating like a rising tide into all 


the recesses of the land which drew us into the fatal 
circle of the despoilers, and not my waywardness. Be 
this as it may, the result was the same. 

Over to the northward, a score of miles away, 
where the great road ran east, we heard from 
wandering strollers the Normans were passing daily. 
Then, later, there came in the news-budget of a 
Flemish pedlar tidings that the hungry foreigners 
had licked up all the fat meadows around the 
nearest town, had hung its alderman over the walls, 
and built a tower and dungeon (after their wont) in 
the middle of it. Yes! and these messengers of ill 
omen said there were left no men of note or Saxon 
blood to uphold the English cause—there was no 
proper speech in England but the Norman—there 
was no way of wearing a tunic but the Norman— 
nothing now to swear by but by Our Lady of Tours 
and Holy St. Bridget — all Saxon wives were in 
danger of kissing—and all Saxon abbots were become 
barefooted monks ! 

Never was a country turned inside out so soon or 
quietly; and as I looked over our wide, fair meadows, 
and upon my sweet girl and her flaxen little ones, 
and thought how already for her I had risked my 
life, I could not help wondering how soon I might 
have to venture it again. 

On apace came the outer conquest into our inner 
peace. Towns and burghs went down, and the 
hungry flames of lust and avarice fed upon whnt 
they destroyed. All the vales and hills the swords of 
Hengist and Horsa had won, and baptised with foe- 
men's blood, in the mighty names of old Norsemen 


| and Valhalla, were being christened anew to suit a 


mincing, latter tongue. Thane and franklin uncapped 
them at the roadside to these steel-bound swarms of 
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ruthless spoilers, and nothing was sacred, neither 
deed nor covenant, neither having nor holding, which 
ran counter to the wishes of the western scourges of 
our English weakness. 

When I thought of all this I was extraordinarily 
ill at ease, and, before I could settle upon how best 
to meet the danger, it came upon us, and we were 
overwhelmed. Briefly, it was thus. About twelve 
years after the battle where Harold had died, the 
Norman leader had, we heard, taken it into his head 
to pol! us like cattle, to find the sum and total of our 
feus and lands, our serfs and orchards, and even of 
our very selves! Now, few of us Saxons but felt this 
was a certain scheme to tax and oppress us even more 
severely than the people bad been oppressed in the 
time of St. Dunstan. Besides this, our free spirits 
rose in scorn of being counted and weighed and 
muleted by plebeian emissaries of the usurper, so we 
murmured loud and long. 

And those thane: who complained the bitterest 
were hanged by the derisive Normans on their own 
kitchen beams—on the very same hooks where they 
cured their mighty sides of pork—while those who 
complied but falsely with the assessor's commands 
were robbed of wife and heritage, children and lands, 
and shackled with the brass collar of serfdom, or 
turned out to beg their living on the wayside and 
sue the charity of their own dependants. Whether 
we would thus be hanged or outcast, or whether we 
would humble us to this hateful need, writing our- 
selves and our serfs down in the great *'Doom's 
Day” book, all had to choose. 

For my part, after much debating, and for the sake 
of those who looked to me, I had determined to do 
what was reguired—and then, if it might be, to bring 
all the Saxon gentlemen together—to raise these 
English shires upon the Normans, and with fire and 
sword revoke our abominable indenture of thraldom. 
But, alas! my hasty temper and my inability to 
stomach an affront in any guise undid my good reso- 
lutions. 

Well, this mighty book was being compiled far 
and wide, we heard, in every shire: there were some 
men of good standing base enough to countenance it, 
and, taking the name of the King’s justiciaries, théy 
got together shorn monks—shaveling rascals who did

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LOSS OF H.M.S. SERPENT. 


Mr. J. R. WELLs has drawn a portrait of the ill- 
fated ship of war Serpent, wrecked with a loss of 
173 lives, off Cape Buey, on the north-west coast 
of Spain, on Nov. 10; and we also print a group 
of the officers, whose deaths are mourned in many 
English homes. The Duke of Edinburgh is raising 
a national fund for the relief of the widows and 
orphans; and to this fund the Queen and her hum- 
blest subjects are promptly subscribing. The Queen 
has contributed £50, the Prince of Wales 25 gs., 
the Duke of Edinburgh £100, and the Duchess of 
Edinburgh 25 gs. From the Soldiers’ and Sailors’ 
Families Association comes a substantial $500, while 
that ancient body the Trinity House Brethren give 
£105, Lord St. Levan £100, and the Earl of North- 
brook £50. The Lord Mayor receives subscriptions 
at the Mansion House. 

The three survivors are sketched on another page. 
They have arrived in England. As described by 
Burton, the wreck of the Serpent must have been of a 
terrible description, but, whateveragony was felt by 
the poor fellows, there is by good fortune sufficient 
evidence to show that the heroism of the British 
sailo> was maintained to the last. In a quarter 
o. >- hour after tho vessel’s striking Captain 
Ross, seeing that th- ship could not be saved, 
shouted out, ‘f Save yourselves, men, as best you 
can." Before the men could realise the awful nature 
o. this order another sea swept the ship, which

Although during She two hours he was constantly 
dashed agains’ rocks, his only injury was a bruised 
mee, and at last, finding himself in shallow water, 
nc climbed the remaining rocks and waded ashore. 
Orders have been received at Devonport directing a 
court-martial on the survivors of the Serpent to be 
held there as soon as the men are convalescent.

The Queen is to be at Osborne 
during the Christmas holidays, and her “ circle?” will 
consis5 only of the Duke and Duchess of Connaught, 
Princess Louise and Lord Lorne, and Princess Beatrice 
and Prince Henry of Battenberg. 


Princess Victoria of Prussia was, on the 19th inst., 
married to Prince Adolf of Schaumburg-Lippe. The 
civil ceremony was performed by Herr Von Wedell 
(Minister of the Royal House), in the large ha!! of 
the Empress Frederick's Palace, and the religious 
marriage subsequently took place in the Chapel of 
the Royal Palace. The Royal family, the Court 
officials, and a number of distinguished guests were 
present. At the dinner the health of the young 
couple was proposed by the Emperor. On the return 
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the Queen gave a grand. dinner at Windsor to cele- 
brate her granddaughter’s marriage. 


The Countess of Rosebery died early on the 
morning of the 19th at Dalmeny House, Edinburgh. 
She had been ill of typhoid fever since Oct. 8. The 
Queen and the Prince and Princess of Wales were 
among the first to telegraph their condolences to the 
bereaved Earl. At her wedding, twelve years ago, 
the Prince of Wales and Lord Beaconstield were 
present. 


William III., King of the Netherlands, died at the 
Castle of Loo on Sunday morning last ;' he was in his 
seventy-fourth year. His Majesty had been restless 
for two days previously. The Oueen remained by 
the bedside the whole night, and was present at the 
end. The throne is now occupied by a pretty little 
girl of ten years of age, Queen Wilhelmina. |

and two of their daughters, opened a Sporting and 
Art Exhibition at King's Lynn, on Monday, the 
object being to prómote a covert fund for the West 
Norfolk Foxhounds. In acknowledging expressions 
of thanks and welcome, the Prince observed that in 
no county of England was sport more enjoyed and 
ought after than in Norfolk, and he thought there 
was no nobler or finer sport than fox-hunting.

Football. 


We are rapidly approaching the end of the first por- 
tion of the football season, and the interregnum 
during which good condition is sadly interfered with 
by the celebration of the old-time rites of Christmas- 
pudding and mince-pie eating. Speaking for the 
Rugby Game, 

the football that has been played during the past 
four weeks or so has been very high class, and never 
before have there been so many teams, with but little 
to choose between them, in the field. The old Rich- 
mond Club, it is true, had shown a marked falling- 
off, but on Saturday last it made a wonderful step 
towards the front again, by a totally unexpected 
defeat of Oxford University. Oxford gained two 
tries, which, owing to faulty place-kicking (perhaps 
the bad weather supplies a fair excuse for this), were 
not converted into goals, while Richmond gained but 
one try, which was converted, and so they won by 
three points to two. If the result of this match was 
unanticipated, that of Blackheath v. Cambridge 
University certainly belongs to the same category,

Three Goals and Two Tries 
to nothing, a score which is by no means explained 
by the mere absence of Stoddart. The Cantabs 
played irresistibly, and their performance has cer- 
tainly infused fresh interest into the Oxford and 
Cambridge match.
